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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

In response to the current 8/5/08 amendment and accompanying remarks, which are 
persuasive, the previous objections to the specification and claims 1-2, as well as the previous 
rejection of claims 1-2 under the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12 are each withdrawn. 

Therefore, claims 1-2 are now allowed. 

However, the previous drawings objection of Figure 12 is maintained. The currently 
proposed 8/5/08 replacement sheets for each of the amended Figures 1 1 and 12 are non- 
compliant and cannot be entered since they do not include all of the previous Figures 10-12, 
which were originally filed 5/10/01 on the same original sheet. Identifying indicia is also absent 
from these currently proposed replacement drawings of Figures 1 1 and 12. Information on how 
to effect drawing changes is set forth below (emphasis added). 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5), because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: (i) reference 
numbers "78" and "79" are shown in Figure 12, but these reference numbers are not found at all 
in the corresponding description of this drawing at p8/L25 to plO/L15 of the original 5/10/01 
specification. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 . 121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
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amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended (emphasis added).
